‘The ac- 
tual reduction in liabilities amounts to $44,343.12. 


In improving the Town’s financial condition, it is felt nothing 
has been sacrificed in the way of services and improvements. 
Under the various headings in the report you can readily see 
what has been accomplished and although all plans for road 
improvements were not carried out last year, it is hoped they 
can be this spring before starting on our regular construction 
work. 


This annual report, as will be noted, is quite a change from 
former reports. This is due mostly to the new bookkeeping 
system which was installed at the beginning of the municipal 
year of 1940. As almost everyone knows, this system and the 
annual audit is now required by law. I might add here that 
every dollar that has been spent is properly itemized and kept 
on file at the Town Office. If there is any account or part there- 
of that any voter of the town would like to know more about, 
please feel free to come to the Town Office at any time and any 
information that is desired in regard to town affairs will be 
explained to the best of my knowledge. : 


Splendid cooperation has been received from the Selectmen, 
the School Board.and Superintendent, the @itizens and all Town 
employees. This has been greatly appreciated and it is my 
earnest hope that the manner in which I have performed my 
duties have in whole or part met with your approval.

Section 7, Chapter 13, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1930: 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give sea- 
sonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting notifi- 
cations in some public place in the Town, or shall notify them, 
in such other ways as the Town, at its Annual Meeting directs, 
to make and bring in to them true and perfect lists of their 
Polls, and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, after 
such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby barred 
of his right to make application to the Assessors or the County 
Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers 
such list with his application and satisfies them that he was 
unable to offer it at the time appointed.”

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Norridgewock: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition and progress. of 
the schools for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1941. 


This report includes a statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures in the various accounts, the budget estimates for the com- 
ing year, the report of the High School Principal, and matters 
of general interest. 


GENERAL PROGRAM. Schools have been conducted accord- 
ing to the same general plan of organization as for the previous 
year, with one teacher per grade in the elementary schools and 
a six year high school with departmental work. The studies in 
the elementary schools follow the program outlined in the State 
Course of Study. The secondary program offers two courses, 
the College Preparatory and General. In these courses, the 
pupils have the oportunity to take four years of work in English, 
four years in Social Science, four years in Natural Science, four 
years in Mathematics, two years each of Latin and French, and 
four years of Home Economics and Manual Training. Vocal 
music, instrumental music and Physical Education are also of- 
fered. These curricula afford some training in practical sub- 
jects as well as preparation for college. It is probably as broad 
a program as the school can profitably undertake at the present 
time with the facilities available.

TEACHERS. Several changes in the teaching staff have oc- 
curred during the past year. Four new teachers have been em- 
ployed. We have been fortunate, however, in being able to re- 
tain some of our most successful teachers. Considerable diffi- 
culty has been experienced in filling vacancies with trained and 
well qualified teachers. There is no over-supply of successful 
teachers in either the elementary or secondary field and towns 
may be faced with a shortage in the near future. The defense 
industries are absorbing many individuals who would otherwise 
enter teaching and as long as this work lasts unsettled condi- 
tions are certain to exist. While a strong defense program is 
vital and necessary and schools must be prepared to make their 
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contributions, it must be remembered that a strong and well 
supported school system is the best defense of American 
Democracy. 


ENROLLMENT. The number of pupils enrolled shows only 
a slight increase as compared with the previous year. This is 
the first time in several years that a significant increase has not 
been evident. The elementary pupils have adequate seating 
space and the distribution of pupils by grades is quite uniform. 
The high school rooms are somewhat over-crowded and it is 
necessary to use the laboratory for a study section and to com- 
bine classes with large study sections which is not conducive to 
the best of results. 


CONVEYANCE. The conveyance facilities have been im- 
proved by the purchase of a new Chevrolet chassis for use on 
Route No. 1. This change was necessary as the old chassis was 
neither safe nor dependable. The cost of the new equipment, 
$596.70, has been paid from current funds. The other two town 
owned busses are old and fast approaching the time for re- 
placement. Plans should be made to replace them as. soon as 
the town can afford to do so. 


BUILDINGS. Very little has been done in the way of repairs 
in recent years on account of lack of funds. ‘There is need, 
however, of some work being done in the near future. The work 
should include changes in the electric wiring, improvement of 
sanitary conditions and cleaning and painting the rooms in the 
older part of the Consolidated building. The sixth grade build- 
ing should be shingled and painted on both interior and exterior 
and better heating arrangements provided. The budget includes 
~ $285.00 for general repair work and it is hoped to be able 
to make some improvements this year. If a small amount of 
“ work can be done each year it will soon be possible to maintain 
the buildings in good condition. 


WATER. The greatest need of the school is an adequate 
drinking water supply. Water is being carried to the building 
in cans and paper cups are furnished to the pupils. This ar- 
rangement for a building with nearly 400 pupils is expensive 
and far from satisfactory. The problem has been under con- 
sideration for some time and an article has been inserted in 
the Warrant to allow the citizens to take action on the matter. 
It is earnestly hoped that some satisfactory solution to the 
problem may be found. 


He 
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FINANCES. The improvement in town finances is very grat- 
ifying to the school officials. There is an entirely different 
spirit prevailing among the school employees and it is much 
easier to conduct the business of the department in an economi- 
cal way. I wish to express to Mr. Allen, Town Manager, our 
appreciation for his cooperation and assistance during the year. 


The financing of your schools is becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult each year due to a decrease in the amount received by the 
town from the State School Fund. During the last ten years 
the State School Fund has decreased about $500,000.00 and con- 
sequently each town has suffered proportionately. This fund 
was originally distributed on the basis of $100.00 per teaching 
position, $3.00 per pupil on the School Census, and the balance 
or about 1% cents per day on daily attendance. For several 
years no funds have been available for distribution on the basis 
of daily attendance and the census allotment of $3.00. per pupil 
has been gradually reduced to $1.65 for the past year. The 
figures for Norridgewock show that while the census has in- 
creased during the past ten years there has been a decrease in 
State Funds of nearly $750.00 per year. The burden of the 
support of schools is thus being shifted from the State to the 
towns. This trend cannot continue further without causing 
difficulties. The present Legislature is considering a bill to 
restore the School Fund to its previous level. It is too early to 
predict what action may be taken but the matter is important 
and should be of interest and concern to every citizen. 


BUDGET. The budget for the coming year has been carefully 
prepared and recommends the same amount as was appropriated 
last year for the School Fund Account for general maintenance 
and an increase of $100.00 in the Account for Special Purposes.

The faculty for the school year consists of: Miss Helen Rice, 
Bates College; Mr. Carroll Rich, Gorham Normal School; Mr. 
Theodore Foster, Ithaca College; Miss Avis Umphrey, Farming- 
ton Normal School; Mrs. Fred Spaulding, Boston University. 
The last three members are new this year. Mrs. Spaulding is 
teaching the social studies and languages. Miss Umphrey is 
the head of the Home Economics Department, while Mr. Foster 
is director of physical education and teacher of biology and 
-natural science. 


The school is operating on a seven period rotating schedule 
which allows five one-hour periods to be held daily. This pro- 
gram also provides for a half hour activity period which is used 
for assemblies and other outside activity meetings. 


The several new activities which were added last year to help 
promote mental, social and character development have been 
continued with much success. Miss Umphrey has charge of the 
Home Economics Club which is doing fine work in encouraging 
proper practices in household and social etiquette. Mrs. 
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Spaulding has assumed the duties of advisor for the school 
paper “Indian Echo” which is a very educational as well as an 
interesting project. Mr. Rich has resumed his special manual 
training class for girls. Many small household articles are being 
made. The Outing Club sponsored a winter sports delegation for 
the first time this year. Its project to maintain a skating rink 
failed due to unforseen difficulties. However, it is hoped that 
this club will encourage participation in wholesome out-of-door 
activities. Mr. Yeaton has stimulated considerable interest in 
dramatics; his newly formed Dramatic Club is very active. The 
safety patrol, which was organized last year, has been faithfully 
watching the cross walks to prevent accidents. The student 
council has been discussing various matters regarding the stu- 
dent activities and school welfare. A vocational guidance dis- 
cussion group has been organized among the seniors in an effort 
to acquaint them with some of the possibilities of future em- 
ployment and requirements which they will be expected to meet. 


Mr. Ghen’s passing was indeed a great shock to the commun- 
ity and the band. As a result, the band has been inactive since 
December. Fortunately, the band is to be continued under the 
direction of Mr. Norman Dickinson, who has recently been ap- 
pointed to teach instrumental music in the Skowhegan schools. 


Miss Rice is now organizing the Junior Prize Speaking Con- 
test which will be held in March. This year the winner of the 
contest will compete in the Lydia Spear Speaking Contest. This 
latter contest includes representatives from schools throughout 
the state. 


The dramatic activities at the school are very capably directed 
by Mr. Donald Yeaton who is teaching in the sixth grade. 


Mr. Rich has made several very helpful improvements at the 
school. They include: enlarging the manual training room, 
making lockers, scenery, etc. 


The high school athletic teams are being very well trained by 
their new coach, Mr. Foster. 


Miss Umphrey, with the assistance of Mrs. Huntoon, has been 
preparing hot lunches for all the pupils in the school. The 
lunches may be purchased for the very small sum of three cents. 
An average of eighty-five pupils have been taking advantage of 
this hot-lunch program. 
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The town is indeed fortunate to have such, a fine cooperative 
group of teachers and also such a faithful and efficient janitor 
as Mr. Leland Merrill. 


In behalf of the school I wish to thank the townspeople for 
their loyal support at the various school activities. 


Personally, I want to express my appreciation for the hospi- 
tality which we have received since coming to Norridgewock.

To: Fred Wheeler, Constable for the Town of Norridgewock, 
in the County of Somerset. GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Norridgewock, 
qualified to vote in town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall, in 
said town on Monday, the third day of March, A. D. 1941 at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon to elect all town officers and to transact 
all other town business as herein enumerated in the articles of 
the town warrant.

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Report of Norridgewock High 
School Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


As principal of Norridgewock High School, I submit the fol- 
lowing report concerning the school and its activities:

This year there have been several changes in the faculty. 
Miss Charlotte White, graduate from the University of Maine suc- 
ceeded Miss Rice as teacher of English, French and Latin. Miss 
Phyllis Knapp, also from the University of Maine succeeded 
Miss Umphrey in the Home Economics Department. Miss Witha 
Jardine, a Colby graduate replaced Mrs. Spaulding as teacher of 
the Social Studies when the latter resigned in October. Mr. 
Charles Grant, a graduate of Washington State Normal School 
and graduate student of the University ef Maine, is our new 
head of the manual training department. Mr. Theodore Foster, 
director of physical education, and myself are the only mem- 
bers from last year’s teaching staff. 


The school is operating on a seven period rotating schedule 
which allows five one-hour recitations to be held daily. This 
program also provides for a half-hour activity period each 
day. This period is used for assemblies, class meetings, clubs 
or other outside alctivities. 
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The following extra-curricular activities which promote men- 
tal, social and character development have been continued with 
much success. Mr. Foster has formed a Varsity Club whose pur- 
pose is to stimulate the participation of aS many pupils as 
possible in our physical development program, and also to pro- 
mote the interests of letter winners in major sports. Miss 
Knapp is continuing the program of the Home Economics Club 
which will include some actual interior decorating and helpful 
sewing projects in the school. Mr. Yeaton’s Dramatic Club 
is sponsoring a helpful program of interest to those taking 
part in dramatics. Mr. Grant has organized a small class of 
girls in a special manual training group which will learn how 
to use tools and make small household projects. Miss White has 
formed a dancing class for those who didn’t know how to dance. 
This group meets once each week and receives instructions in 
dancing and the proper social etiquette that should be practiced 
at dances. The student council has been actively engaged in 
planning and operating activities which are helpful to the 
student body. The interest in the welfare of the school has been 
definitely improved as a result of the council’s action. The safety 
patrol has been faithfully continuing its fine work of safe-guard- 
ing the pupils at the cross-walks. 


Miss Newton is now teaching music in all of the grades. She 
has also formed a small orchestra which is proving to be very 
helpful to its members. 


Mr. James Baraket is the new band leader. He is at the 
school one day each week giving instrumental instruction and 
rehearsing with the entire band. 


Mr. Foster is doing fine work with the various athletic teams 
which represent the school. The present girls’ basketball team 
is unquestionably one of the finest in the state this year. 


Miss White is now organizing the Junior Prize Speaking Con- 
test which will be held early in April. The winner of this con- 
test will compete in the Lydia Spear Speaking Contest. Other 
outstanding speakers will take part in contests at the Univer- 
sity of Maine. 


Miss Knapp, with the assistance of Mrs. Webster has been 
serving hot lunches to the pupils desiring them. There have 
been an average of eighty pupils taking advantage of this hot- 
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lunch program. ‘The price of these lunches is only two cents; 
or the equivalent value in tickets is given for any food that may 
be brought for these lunches. 


Several boys under Mr. Grant’s supervision have been making 
several very definite improvements at the school. The largest and 
most important project has been the building, sheathing and wir- 
ing of a “sick” room which has been badly needed. 


The installation of the drinking fountains has been a most 
appreciated improvement. 

The teachers and pupils are cooperating in every way pos- 
sible to help the civilian defense program. Of special interest 
in this connection is the regular “stamp day” program during 
which the response in buying defense savings stamps has been 
very satisfactory. 


Mr. Leland Merrill should be complimented for his faith- 
ful and efficient service as janitor at the school. 


In behalf of the school, I wish to thank the townspeople for 
their loyal support of the various school activities.

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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Norridgewock: 


I herewith submit a report of the condition amd progress of 
the schools for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1942. 


This report includes a statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures in the various accounts, the budget estimates for the com- 
ing year and matters of general importance. 


INSTRUCTION. The turnover in the teaching staff has been 
high during the year. Three new teachers in the elementary 
grades and four in the high school were employed when schools 
opened in September. This represents a turnover of fifty per 
cent and is too high for maximum efficiency. Increasing dif- 
ficulty has been experienced, in Securing teachers due to the 
Selective Service, defense activities and low salary schedule. 
Greater difficulty is to be expected in the future unless we are 
able to advance the salary scale so that we may retain the ser- 
vices of desirable teachers. 


The greatest single improvement in the school organization 
has been the establishment of a, Sub-Primary grade for begin- 
ning pupils. Pupils are allowed to advance as fast as possi- 
ble and then promoted to the first grade. In the past, the work 
‘of the first grade has been too difficult for many pupils and 
consequently they haive not been ready for promotion to the. 
“second grade. Th new program should allow more time in each 
grade and afford a better background for higher grade work. 


ENROLLMENT. The total enrollment of 402 pupils for the 
school year ending June 30, 1941, was approximately the same as 
for the previous year. There has been, however, a substantial in- 
crease in the elementary grades since September, with the largest 
increase in the first year group. The enrollment is nearly at the 
maximum for the building and any further increases will be dif- 
ficult to accommodate. 
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CONVEYANCE. The conveyance facilities have been greatly 
improved by the purchase of a used bus for Route No. 2. This 
bus has a larger seating capacity than the one replaced and al- 
lows the route to be made in one trip rather than two, which is 
a distinct advantage for the pupils conveyed. The bus on Route 
No. 3 is old and should be replaced, but owing to the difficulties 
of financing and securing such equipment, no definite plans 
have been made for such a change. 


DEFENSE ACTIVITIES. The pupils and teachers in your 
schools have been active in many phases of defense activity. 
Schools are an integral part of our social organization and the 
young people desire to have a part in these important matters 
which are so vital to our safety and welfare. The demands on 
the schools have been heavy but have been met with a willing 
_ spirit. Some of the defense work in which pupils and teachers 
are actively engaged include the sale of Defense Saving Stamps, 
courses in Diet and Nutrition in tha Home Economics field, in- 
struction in First Aid in the Physical Education department, and 
the construction of model airplanes for the Army and Nay by 
the Manual Training department. 


BUILDINGS. For the first time in several years we have 
been able to do some repair work on the interior of the Con- 


solidated Building. The large high school room and one class- - 


room were cleaned and painted, which has greaitly improved the 


appearance and atmosphere of these rooms. We hope to con- 


tinue the work with other rooms during the coming year. The 
sixth grade building is in poor condition and should be shingled, 
painted and otherwise repaired at the earliest opportunity. 


WATER. One of the greatest needs of the schools was met. 


during the year by securing an adequate supply of drinking wa- 
ter. By vote of the town at a special meeting it was decided 
to drill a well on the school grounds. This was done during 


the summer and the pumping equipment installed and is now 


in operation. The water has been tested and approved for 
drinking purposes by the State Department of Health. The State 


Department of Education contributed $500 in Special Equaliza- 


tion Aid to this project. 


BUDGET. The budget for the coming year has been care- 


fully prepared after an analysis of the accounts amd the needs for 
the coming year. An increase of $1200 is recommended for the 


School Fund Account and $300 for Special Accounts. These 
increases are made necessary on account of decreased revenues 
from the state and tuition, and increased costs in nearly all lines. 
The State School Fund has been decreasing each year and a 
decrease of approximately $400 is expected in tuition. During 
the past year it has been necessary to increase salajries in some 
cases in order to fill the positions. The budget has been esti- 
mated conservatively. and represents the actual needs for the 
next fiscal year. 


In closing this report, I wish to express my appreciation to 
the School Committee, Town Manager, and school employees 
for their splendid cooperation.

Art. 3—To see if the town will vote to authorize its Select- 
men to employ a Town Manager in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 130 of the Public Laws of 1939 of the State 
of Maine and authorize the Selectmen to fix the compensation of 
such manager not to exceed the sum of $3,000 per year. (Recom- 
mended by Finance Committee.) 


Art. 4-To see if the town will vote to raise a sum not ex- 
ceeding $3,000.00 to pay for the services of a town manager. 
(Recommended by Finance Committee.) 
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Art. 5—To elect a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, Assessors of 
Taxes, Overseers of Poor, Treasurer and a member of the 
Superintending School Committee as provided in Chapter 5, Sec- 
tions 38 to 52 inclusive of the Revised Statutes of Maine for 
the year 1930 and acts additional and amendatory thereto, pro- 
vision for which was adopted by the town of Norridgewock at a 
special town meeting held on January 27, A. D. 1940. (Finance 
Committee recommends that the office of Treasurer be discon- 
tinued and the duties of Treasurer taken over by the Town 
Manager.) 


Art. 6—To see if the town will vote to elect a Collector of 
Taxes, Fire Chief, Road Commissioner, Fire Warden, a member 
of the Library Committee and a member of the Cemetery Com- 
mittee. (Finance Committee recommends that the Town Mana- 
ger take over the duties of the Collector of Taxes, Road Com- 

missioner and Fire Warden.) 


Art. 7—To see how much the town will vote to raise for 
general school maintenance. (Committee recommends 
$11,200.00.)

Such 
notes to be paid during the current municipal year out of money 
raised during the current municipal year by taxes. (Recom- 
‘mended by Finance Committee). 
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Art. 16—To see if the town will vote to appoint ten members 
to serve as a budget committee, and pass all necessary votes 
respecting the same. 


Art. 17—To see if the town will vote to purchase the Percival 
Dam, so-called, on Osoola Stream and pay $1,500.00 for same 
according to agreement made in July, 1941. (Recommended by 
Finance Committee and to be pgid from surplus cash.) 


Art. 18—-To see what sums of money the town will appro- 
priate from surplus cash for the following purposes: 


No. 1. For debt reduction. ($2,000.00 recommended) 


No. 2. Refund Mary Sawtelle Williams Library Fund ac- 
count. ($825.36 recommended) 


No. 3. Refund Captain Hall Library Fund. ($500.00 recom- 
mended) 


No. 4. Civilian Defense ($300.00 recommended) 


Art. 19—To see if. the town will vote to sponsor the construc- 
tion of an airport in conjunction with the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration and the State Defense Commission. The cost 
to the town to be one-half the cost of the land and appropriate 
from surplus cash $4,000.00 for paymentof same. (Recommend- 
ed by Finance Committee.)
